1. AMBASSADOR SPENT AN HOUR WITH MINISTER OF INTERIOR 
HARGUINDEGUY YESTERDAY (FEB 16) AND RECEIVED NEW 
ASSURANCES THAT GOA CONCERN IS BEING EXPENDED ON 
SUBJECTS HIGH ON OUR LIST: TIMERMAN, THE DEUTSCHES , 

LILIANA VOGLER, DANIEL RUS-- INTER ALIA. 


2, ON TIMERMAN HARGUINDEGUY REPLIED THAT THE MATTER IS 
OUT OF HIS HANDS. THIS IS SOMETHING THAT CAN BE DECIDED 
ONLY BY THE JUNTA ITSELF, HE SAID, BUT THEN THE MINISTER 
ADDED THAT HE WAS REASONABLY OPTIMISTIC THAT A WELCOME 
DECISION WOULD COME FAIRLY SOON. (THE AMBASSADOR REPLIED 
THAT THIS SOUNDED MORE AND MORE FAMILIAR.) HARGUINDEGUY 
SAID THAT AS A FATHER HE UNDERSTOOD THE SITUATION FACED 
BY ALEJANDRO DEUTSGH-r JUST AS HE HAD UNDERSTOOD THE
